That
wid the first intimation our people had
that there was any difference between
them in relation to pay.

[ cannot state the precise number of
these men, but there were from forty to
sixty, a company of them, and I would
mention one thing as showing the char-
acter of the men: every man a
them wrote his name to his articles of
ealistment ; not one made his mark.—
There was no man am them but
could have commanded his two dollars
a day at home. They were from 20 to 45
vears old, able-bodied men. A very
great sensation was produced not mere-
ly among thein, but among the white
people and the white soldiers who sur-
rounded them : but they were carried
away without any pay and without any
assurance of any or any hope of any
that [ know of, and went away in great
distress.

Under these cirgumstauces 1 cannot
but feel it to be my duty to ask to have
the bounty paiil to “these men, 1 do not
ask that colored men shall be paid where
a State has sent off Sonth or elsewhere
and procuréd them. T ask, and that is
my propesition, that the bounty shall be
paid alike to men, rdless of color, if
they were nctunlly Inhabitants, residents
of the State. and had been, so six
months before the time of their enlist-
metit. I have no more to say about it.
Lt seems to me a very clear case of equi-
ty and justice, and T feel that it is my
duty to claim it,

Mr. Foor. Mr. President:—1 shall
vote for the amendment moved by my
colieague.

as citizens. Now, when the government
calls for ralesteers, when it offers boun-
ties to volunkeers, it 18 understood that
the call and the offer nave reference Lo
and ambrace nll the abie bodied male
citizéus or persons of suilabie age ac-
tually enrolled and subject to draft, in-
cluding Naet ns well as whste citizens —
Ho everybody understands it. The gov-
ernment has indeed been libera! and gen-
erons and even bountiful to those who
have volunteered in its service in its de-
fense , ana it has deemed it expedient to
hold out strong pecuniary inducements
for voluntary enlistments, and to offer
liberal bounties for volunteers, in order
as I have before remarked. to secure, so
5000 88 practicable, the requisite oum-
ber, under the call of last October for
three hundred thousand men. Under
this call and under these inducements so
held out, many evored persons, Back men, if
you please, yet st rong and able bodied
men, brave and patriotic men withal,
have volunteered, have been accepted,
have been mustered into the service of
the Government, and have actually been
sent to the field. They expected, as they
had every reason to expect, to receive
the bounty offered by the govern-
ment to volunteers. They had no rea-
son to suppose or apprehend that they
were not included within this offer.—
They certainly come within the_ literal
terms of the order. There is nothing in
the terms or in the language of the or-
der ing the offer of these bounties
which indicateed that this bounty was
to be paid to the oue class aud not to
the other, nothing which indicated that
this bounty was to be paid to volunteers
of light complexion, and not to volun-
teers of dark complexion as well !
These men, Mr., President, entered the
service in full faith and reliance on the
promise of the Government in this re-
gard—on its faithful fulfillment—and
that they would receive the proffered
bounty; and this was the general, T will
say the universal expectation. Nobody
entertained any other idea than that this
bounty was /s be paid fo all accepted volun-
teers alike, If it had not been so intend-
ed, if it was not intended to include this
class of persons, if it was intended that
there should be any discriminationin fa-
vor of one class and against the other,
it should have been so expressed, so that
nobody ¢hould be deceived or misled by
it, These person should have been no-
tified in some form, or at least had some
means of information, that the order for
the payment of this hounty did not
mean to include them ; that it was not
designed to extend the bounty to them,
volunteers though they were. Common
justice and Miirness would seem at least
to have required thus much. .As it Is,
and if they are not to be paid this boun-
ty, they have a right to wml)hln, they
have good cause to complain that they
have not been falrly dealt with; that
they have been Iured -into the military
service of the Government by offers and
promises, merely delusive, never to be
fulfilled. Such an Imposition certainly
was never contemplated by the ern-
ment, or by any department of the gov-
ernment, or by any authorized agent of
the government,
What number of volunteers of this
class have entered the service under this
call and under this offer I am not ad-
vised; bhut whatever may be the num-
ber, whether it be more or less, they
take the place of and expose themselves
to the dangers and accidents of war, in
the stead of just so many other or white
volunteers, and to whom this bounty
would have hecn paid witheut a ques-
tion; so that the cost to the Govern-
ment eannot be any more in the one case
than it would have been in the other;
and the payment of this bounty caunot
be withheld in the one case any more
than it could have been in the other con-
sistently with honor and good faith,
The obligation is quite as imperative in
the one case as it would have been in the
other. It is not o mere question of ex-
pedieney or of polioy, resting in the judg-
ment or discretion of Congress or ol the
Government., It is much more than
that. It is a question of honor, a gues-
tion of honorary obligation to these vol-
unteers, It is a question whether we
will discharge the obligation to which
we have already been committed by sol-
emn pledge and by public proclama-
tion

Mr. President, this obligation must be
discharged, this bounty must be pald, if
we would regard our own engagements,
if we would keep our own promises.
This pledge must be redecmed if we
would maintain th¢ national honor, if
we would cherish and wuphold the na-
tional faith.
